Women of Good Will 


Cre again time swings its inexorable pendlum; once again, as on so many occasions in the slowly evolving history of 

the race, the ultimate welfare of the nation’s future is in the hands of women. The exigencies of war and its inevitable 
uncertainties have thrown to us in the past few months with a sudden swiftness the responsibility, almost the whole 
responsibility, for the preservation of our American schools. That agent of a free people; whether rightly or wrongly, is 
once more almost wholly ours to preserve. The swift and inescapable demands of a war for which we were admittedly ill- 
prepared, and in the demands of which we were not ready to believe until a few short weeks ago, have left us gasping with 
the consciousness of the weight of our responsibility. * 

Whether we believe or not that the development of our youth should be in the hands of both men and women, we are 
faced with a hard necessity. The country without question is more dependent upon its women teachers at this moment 
than it has ever been before in its history. To make our citizens feel that their schools are a cooperative responsibility 
which they and we must share is our task. To see beyond the rigors of this moment and to make sure that we are build- 
ing for a world in which all of us will want to live, women teachers at this moment must enlist the active help of the socio- 
logist, the industrialist, the engineer, the religious leader, the literary man, in our search for making our schools the best 
media for passing on to the next generation the flaming consciousness of the worth of those things which we hold so dear 
that we are willing to fight to keep them. 

It is the high privilege, as well the the obligation, of women teachers to seek out in our communities the children who 
are the victims of wartime shock, and readjustment and sorrow, children who may even be inured to hunger and suffering; 
for we must make sure that their childhood will not be so conditioned by these present horrors that they can never find life 
in a democracy anything to fire one’s blood or stir one’s soul. 

It has been suggested before in these columns that there has never been a time when organized professional groups 
have had so much power within their grasp. I am trying to suggest in these lines that never before has so much power come 
into the hands of women teachers. Few of them seem aware of the scope of the tremendous possibilities that are theirs, 
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I would have that power read in terms of opportunity and high privilege, however; I would not be interpreted as sounding 


another tocsin in behalf of feminisim; I would have women teachers realize that opportunities are at their doors, not be- 
yond the horizon, 


The strange vagaries of our time lead us into many pitfalls of thinking. In this time of unprecedented responsibility 
not the least ironic of these quirks of our thinking is that so many women teachers are consumed by the passion to be of 
service, and yet fail to see that that service may best be rendered on the job where they are. Discontented, they see only 
regimentation in the necessity for meeting youth for six hours a day. The priceless opportunity to help to re-mold the 
the grim and mishapen visage of western civilization by giving faith and character and meaning to the life of a new genera- 
tion of children, they would gladly exchange for the opportunity to wear a uniform; for another type of regimentation 
where human souls are not in the reckoning; for motor-transport duty, or plane spotting, or factory work, because these 
are a concrete part of the great war machine and seem infinitely more satisfying to their need for immediate action. I 
would not be misunderstood and have it inferred that I am questioning the motives or the patriotism of the thousands of 
young women who have already forsaken teaching and affiliated themselves with some branch of the uniformed services. 
Many of them are making sacrifices to do so; many more of them, however, are tremendously needed in the schools which 
they have abandoned. If, in some way, we could make the public aware of the salient fact that teachers are already in the 
front line of defense; if, somehow, with the aid of the new Federal Aid Bill or similar provisions we could make the public 
aware that the war cannot possibly be won for the future unless we preserve intact the structure of our schools, teachers 
would not be so ready to give up the responsibility which most of them have undertaken with devotion and sincerity. 

These are days of many words, words that are futile, confusing, frightening, soporific. Prophets of disaster and mes- 
sengers of hope besiege us on every side. What they say and write beats upon us night and day. They keep us in a ner- 
petual spiritual dither, because we know not which remedy or which course of action to choose. Righteous and consuming 
anger is behind some of this talk; passionate sincerity motivates some of it. Much of it, however, is talk which shows no 
appreciation of the intelligence or the needs of those who listen and read. 

The provhets of disaster remind us constantly that pain lurks around every corner; that inevitably we shall be hungry 
and cold. They chant of taxes which will rise to astronomical figures; they spread rumors that we, like some other na- 
tions, will discard truth and play hob with reason. They rear suspicion against those in high places; they warn of youth 
completely disillusioned, without faith and hope, coming home to peace. 


To me some of the messengers of hope are no less confusing. They sing of a brave new world, but in many of their 
visions I see a curious lack of something which will provide that incalcuably precious imaginative and sviritual birthright 
which we claim as the heritage of a free people. They talk of suner highways and a world in which life seems to be con- 
seerated to ideals of flying and motoring. They bandy words like “freedom” and “democracy” freelv. I wish that some 
of them would not use these words so often that they become empty shibboleths without meaning. I wish that some of 
these same dreamers would not qualify their reiteration of the four freedoms with the statement that there are some reser- 
vations concerning the peoples for whom these freedoms are not truly meant. This kind of talk, engaged in so prolifically 
begets heat but no light. ah 


What I have been trying to suggest is that much of the talk to which I have al 
one sort of another. It is the kind of human failing which Santavana once Prsctindi senceby Ds 9 bectiwate his cece 
zeal as we lose sight of our aim.” Too many of us in these diffienlt hours. confused bv the Pentecostal rain of enn hes 
our ears, have lost sight of the relatively few simple verities without which education will have little siagliiiee ts ov 
time or any other. Too many of us have become so involved in attemntine to think through. with respect to milita me : t : 
the strategy of making war that, unutterably weary, we are confusing some of these issues with the broad pric rs “i st 
thaking life. This last, let me remind you as women teachers. is our chief business. This is what we need to re meee a 
intervals, lest in the zeal of the moment we lose sight of our aim.

We ; ie t 
citizens who have not been made so rational, so logical by a set tyne of education that in the getting of rationalism pom 
have lost their imaginative and spiritual birthright. We want people who are willing to live in the current of peor 
feeling its buffeting; conscious of its power but always an integral part of its ebb and swell. We want people who will 
possess an international spirit which functions truly every day; which means what it says in inviting coolies and peasants 
the world over to share in a better life. We want people who believe that the ultimate dignity of the human svirit is 
attained only those who are willing to work to achieve it. We want people with an unfaltering faith in the ability of the 


creative human spirit to reach new heights of human endeavor. These things, for any of us, constitute a confession of 


faith; but most of all they are abiding realities in the clear, white light of which we can always chart our course. The 

are like all great things, nobly simple in concept, profoundly -far-reaching in aim. As we re-examine them, we cannot wet 
be impressed once again that all of these things have a familiar and a long appreciated meaning: none of this job is ap- 
pallingly new; our hands are accustomed to this plow. But with it we can turn a sraighter furrow. 


How Can Delta Kappa Gamma Women Realize These Aims? 


This brings me inevitably to the consideration of the specific contributions which our great organization can make 
to the realization of these high purposes. The Texas State Convention chose a singularly suitable theme for its conven 
tion, With One Accord. Never, it seems to me, have Delta Kappa Gamma women been so nearly of one mind: never om 
there been, in my acquaintance with the organization such incontrovertible evidences of a swelling oneness. of purpos : 
never have there been such touching and continued demonstrations on the part of Delta Kappa Gamma of the taith that 
is in them. They do not need direction, for their devotion and idealism are self-directing and purposeful. They need only 
a voice to put into articulate meaning the message which their service and their faith are bringing constantly to my mind 
I believe that at this moment our women are coming closer to a realization of the vision to which our great Founder ded- 
icated this organization than they have ever done before. To implement their faith I offer these specific suggestions for 


further service. There can be no more vital or meaningful way to honor the profession t h 
ce g~ Seneca D o which we have consecrated the 


Our Delta Kappa Gamma women can render an inestimable service if they will constitute thems 
elves sponsors i 
their own cOmmunities of forums where some of the questions which baffle youth and age alike can be pence stm intelli. 
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gently. What are some of these questions that are still being asked and more and more insisten 

and their chiuldren?—-What are some of the reasons why this war had to happen? What Pic h pet y scns Rise se 
the totalitarian and democratic forms of government? Must we abandon our dream of universal brotherhood and teach 
our chilidren to hate all Germans, and Japanese, and Italians? How can the horrible impact of war be diverted as much 
as possible from our children, so that we may avoid delinquency, cynicism, and despair in this new generation? These 
and a score of like problems are clamoring inexorably for answer by all thinking Americans. Have you as Delta Kappa 
—? a anything in your community to sponsor forums or adult discussion groups where these auestions 
can be answere 


The forces of greed and short-sightedness are bombing our schools daily. I would see Delta Kappa Gamma women 
mass their influence more whole-heartedly against the further assaults upon our schools. Have you in your community 
done all that your individual members and chapter can to assert our organization’s influence in behalf of the Federal Aid 
for Education Bill? The imminent tragedy threatening education might be averted if all the might and power of an 
organization such as ours, and the other organizations like ours, were marashalled together against the forces that seek 
to disrupt what we so carefully have built. Have you provided opportunities in your community for public panels, fo- 
rums, adult discussion groups, in which members of the profession and interested citizens from other avenues of life ‘may 
participate in discussing how we may cope with the immediate problem of recruiting for our schools enough worthwile, 
emotionally-stable young men and women to staff them adequately? 


No effort should be too great for us to make to acquaint the public with what is happening to the 849,000 teachers 
in our schools. So rapidly are industry and government calling them away from their vital home-defense service, that at 
this moment 30,000 or 40,000 schoolrooms are without teachers. I am told that before July ist of this year, if this 
appalling increase continues, there will be a shortage of 75,000 teachers. Few of our fellow citizens outside the school, 
I am persuaded, are aware of these tragic conditions. Have you talked with individual fellow-citizens about this situation? 
I have, and I am amazed that so few of them have sensed any relation between the exigencies of war and the continuing 
education of our children. They have for so long regarded the American public schools as a continuing necessity, pro- 
vided by a beneficent government, that it has not occurred to them that war changes all things—even our certainties. 
What efforts have you made in your community to familiarize the public with the terrible urgency of this problem? What 
have you done in your community to make the people aware that this is a problem that can be solved only by the coop- 
erative endeavors of teachers and public alike? 

Have you in your community done anything to identify our organization with wartime services to children? Is there 
a nursery school needed in your community? What efforts has your chapter made to establish that reality? Have you 
taken any initiative in the matter, or have you contented yourselves with giving written or spoken approval of such a 
project, but leaving to some other agency the planning and initiative for such a campaign? 


It seems to me, too, that this is a moment when the united influence of our organization should be marshalled to per- 
suade our lawmakers to declare teachers frontline defense Workers, who shall not be diverted from their jobs by any 
government agency or industry. Months ago, England found that because of the absence of so many of her men on the 
battle fronts, there was no continuing stream of technicians, physitists, and mathematicians. When she realized how her 
war efforts were eventually to be handicapped by that very absence, she brought back from the front some 72,000 men. 
She followed that move to remedy a desparate situation by establishing for all teachers the status of front-line defense 
workers. At this moment, although women in England are subject to the draft if they are between 18 and 45 years of age, 
no teacher or teacher in training may be drafted. She is regarded as an essential contributor to the war efforts. Is it 
not possible for the United States to learn from the bitter lessons other countries have had to learn from their initial mis- 
takes? Why can the influence of our society not be focused Upon this single acute problem? If it were, there would be no 


denying our demand. 

In this country at the present moment there are probably more distinguished women educators from other countries 
than have ever before been within our borders. They need the sustaining hand of friendship and good will. Is it not pos- 
sible that we may demonstrate a kind of genuine and international sisterhood at which none may cavil by inviting them 
to membership in our Society? They are residing in many Of our communities. Many of them have made distinguished 
contributions to education in their own countries. Let us seek them out and consider at least the possibility of invitation 
to membership with us. I can visualize this as the beginning of a great international organization, the power and influ- 
ence of which cannot possibly be realized. 

This is the moment, too, for us to guard zealously all that we have gained, lest we lose some of the things for which 
we have so greatly dared. The status of women is by no means irrevocably assured, because in this hour their services 
are being demanded in areas which they have never before entered. Once more during this Congress the Equal Rights 
Amendment will try its fate. The legal rights of women, Which this amendment is designed to assure, are still withheld 
in many states. Our Society, committed though it is to everything which will improve the status of women, has as yet 
taken no positive action in this matter. At this moment the status of married women teachers, desperate though the 
need for teachers is, is being challenged in some of our larger cities. At this moment tenure and retirement, so hardly 
fought for, so lately won, are being jeopardized in more than one community. 

Our new frontiers have no longer any physical limits. Puck’s girdling the earth in forty minutes is no longer merely 
an intriguing fancy. To the remotest regions of the earth We may journey in less than sixty hours. Wings may bring us 
physically closer together, but our spiritual frontiers have Set te be realized. Women can be, and still are poles apart in 
their social attitudes, in their appreciation of the service they are called upon to render. They are still singularly obtuse 
in their lack of realization of how much they would be able to do with concerted, unified action. If only women could 
learn this single lesson from the attitude of most men, namely to forget personal animosities and to be willing to lay 
aside deep-rooted prejudices in the interests of the large group of their own sex. What an organization like ours could 
accomplish cannot possibly be realized. I could covet for Delta Kappa Gamma women no greater good than that they may 
serve with one accord where they are vitally, magnificently. I could wish, however, that they may be sure that like Ham- 
let they may not be so “sicklied o’er with the pale cast of thought” that “enterprises of great pith and moment with this 
regard are turned away and lose the name of action!” 

To many of you during this hectic, difficult year, I am indebted for help, for inspiration, for loyalty; for all that 
you have given me in a consciousness of the devotion to our organization and your faith in its purposes, I am deeply grate- 
ful. To what unexplored reaches of usefulness and high hearted endeavor we may go on, is dependent upon our devel- 
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oping ability to work together, to be generous in our estimates of the contributions of others, to our appreciation of the 
high purposes to which we are committed. ' ; 


National Scholarships 


Strangely enough, there was a noticable dearth of applications for the National Scholarship next year. Only two 
people made applications. Have we publicized that opportunity sufficiently for our Delta Kappa Gamma members to realize 


that this chance awaits an earnest, scholarly person? Do you suggest any other measures that we can take to bring home © 


the realization of this opportunity to all our members? Most of us did our graduate work under the pressure of such 
stringent economic means that we cannot understand why more people did not avail themselves of a chance like this. Let 
us be sure that all our members are acquainted with the plan for our national scholarships and with the opportunity to 
make application. 

Executive Board Meeting 


Many of us already know that, because of the specific request of the Office of Defense Transportation, a circular letter 
was sent some weeks ago to all the members of our Executive Board to ask for advice concerning the National Conven- 
tion. The Office of Defense Transportation has taken the attitude that it must rely upon leadership in such organizations 
as ours to comply with its very specific request to limit large meetings as much as possible. I had some correspondence 
with that office and, although I tried to make it clear that much of the work with which we are occupied at the moment 
is quite definitely war and postwar work, the office took the position that we would render a very definite service by 
cancelling our convention. Accordingly, since we are patriotic and cooperative women, the majority of our Executive Board 
agreed that it would be wise not to hold the usual annual convention. 

Likewise, the majority of the Executive Board voted to have an Executive Board meeting. Most of our state presi- 
dents feel the need for a meeting of that kind. which will provide for discussion of our mutual problems, which will give 
us an opportunity for careful planning for the work of another, and which will serve to give us inspiration and invigora- 
tion for the hard days of another year. In compliance with the clearly expressed wish of the majority, I am calling a 
two-day Executive Board meeting. It will take place at the Palmer House in Chicago, on August 30 and 31. I am very 
hopeful that if it is humanly possible, every member of the executive Board will be present. I hope, too, that there may 
be a national initiation of new members from the nearby states. We are planning, at least at this moment, for both a 
Birthday Luncheon and a Founders’ Dinner. It will be entirely possible, therefore, for many people from the vicinity 
to attend those two functions. We shall try to keep them as simple as possible and in harmony with the restrictions of 
wartime. It is hoped, however, that with these provisions the meeting which we shall hold in Chicago will give sufficient 
invigoration to our plans for the coming year that we shall not miss too greatly the inspiration of the National Conven- 
tion. 

Dr. Rose E. Parker, the state president in Illinois, and Miss Frances Swain, Head of the Home Economics Depart- 
ment of the Chicago City Schools, who was appointed Convention Chairman, are making plans for our entertainment and 
provisions for our comfort. Again let me urge every state to have at least one representative present at this meeting. 


The Work of Committees 


I am very hopeful that the work of all committees will be more vigorously prosecuted than ever before. The chair- 
men of all these committees are at work; some of them report that the members of their committees are not being entirely 
cooperative in their response to requests for information and help. If you have accepted membership on a national com- 
mittee, you have a distinct obligation. Will you not fulfill it by complying immediately, fully, with the request of the 
chairman that you send her certain information. 


I am asking all committee chairmen to send a complete report of the work of their respective committees not later 
than July 15. In cases where the committee program has been set up, as Dr. Reinhardt requested, on a five-year basis, 
the committee chairman should indicate very clearly what progress in accomplishing the objectives for the long-range pro- 
gram has been made. She should make very specific recommendations for the expansion and the further implementing 
of her committee program. She should present plans for coordinating the work of chapter and state committees with that 
of the national committee. I cannot too strongly emphasize the importance of this committee work at this particular time. 
There is no other phase of our national work upon which we are more dependent for the furtherance of our ideals and 
purposes. 


High Qaulity of Delta Kappa Gamma Meetings 


From the reports that have come to my desk in an almost continuous stream, and from the observations that I have 
personaliy made, I infer that the quality of the meetings of Delta Kappa Gamma women this vear has been of a distinctly 
high order. There seems to be evident a much more purposeful program in both chapter and state efforts. There has 
been greater evidence of much thought and care expended upon the programs. It has been apparent that chapters and 
states are responding whole-heartedly to the impetus of the National Program. Enthusiasm and purpose are apparent 
in their activities throughout the country. To be able to say this sincerely in a time of such great national stress is a 
source of personal satisfaction which I cannot emphasize too strongly. It is hoped that under the able direction of Miss 


Ross and her committee members, the National Program during this coming year will continue to be vibrant with life 
and pulsing with the direction and enthusiasm of our members. 


Report on Research Project 


Unless quite unexpected contingencies arise before summer, the Research Committee delegated to the task of the 
preparation of a monograph on the Better Selection of Teachers will have the monograph ready -for distribution by the 
time the Executive Board convenes. Great interest has been expressed in the content of the monograph py many people. 
and the committee hopes that what it has done in this field will have made a real contribution to the literature on the selec- 
tion and preparation of teachers. 


Summary of War Work 


In an earlier message I suggested that it would be a very helpful and thrilling contribution if each state through its 
state president were to summarize contributions made by the members of Delta Kappa Gamma to active war work. This 
would include purchases of Victory Bonds and Stamps, contributions to blood banks, U.S.0. and Red Cross organiza- 
tions, civilian defense work, plane spotting, and other types of war work into which Delta Kappa Gamma women have 
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plunged characteristically with the greatest enthusiasm and vigor. Wherever I have seen the state members attempt 
‘to secure such a summary, they have been amazed by the extent of their own contributions and heartened by the discov- 
ery that our women are finding so much joy and stimulation in fellowship of this kind. I suggest, therefore, that each 
state president at the Executive Board meeting shall plan to summarize the war work done by the members in her state, 
particularly on the phases indicated in the National Program for the year. 


With One Accord 


It has been a source of great inspiration to me to see the whole-hearted enthusiasm and devotion that have charac- 
terized our Society’s efforts during this year. It is apparent that many personal animosities have been laid aside in the 
interests of the larger good. It is clear that our members are learning the untold joys that accrue in pooling our most 
vigorous efforts and in focusing our unified attention upon certain objectives. We need to re-survey our purposes at in- 
tervals to remind ourselves of the thing for which we are organized. We need to recall that women have been 
charged more often with inability to work together than with any other one thing. We are beginning to see in Delta 
Kappa Gamma a greater unselfishness of purpose, a greater concern for the bigger things which we represent; but we need 
to remind ourselves very frequently that if the things that are “true and earnest and of good report’”’ are to be attained, 
they must be striven for with one accord.

Mamie Sue Bastian is a native of 
Houston, Texas. Her father, George 
Bastian, was born in France, and at the 
age of seven came to America. After 
settling in Houston, he married Sophie 
Griffin, whose grandfather, Colonel 
William Henry Griffin, a graduate 
of West Point, came with his wife, from 
South Carolina to Texas in 1858. Dur- 
ing the Civil War he organized troops 
for the Confederate Army. 

Mamie entered the teaching profes- 
sion as supernumerary in the Houston 
Schools, and continued in this system 
as elementary teacher and for many 
years as elementary principal. She was 
principal of Crockett Elementary School 
at the time of her retirement three years 
ago. She was one of the organizers of 
the Houston Teachers’ Association, and 
served as its first president for several 
years. She is a life member of the 
Parent-Teachers’ Association. Another 
mark of recognition in her professional 
career is a term of service on the Texas 
State Textbook Board, of which she was 
vice-chairman. 

She is one of the National founders 
of the Delta Kappa Gamma Society.

For her praise, for her delight and 
to give expression to our soul’s kind 
thoughts, these words are said. 

May it win her more favor, and add 
its mite to her renown! 

The heights in the teaching profes- 
sion of Mamie Bastian were not sudden- 
ly attained but by toil and thought 
while many slept—To her life was not 
all play—she contended there were ever 
loads to lift, hard work to do, and 
struggles not to be shunned, but faced. 

Around each day she built a fence 
and filled the space with loving deeds 
—looked out through the bars upon the 
morrow, but took joy or sorrow—what- 
ever came, and made the most of it. 

A chain of circumstances never made 
a friend’s fame grow dim with Mamie 
Bastian, and her motto “Judge not’ 
meant the same to man or child. 

Ambition’s vale, she believed, was not 
meant for man alone—so she climbed 
the mountain-peak, though the way 
was long and hard, and oft she was 
unaided, and here she saw the world 
and the needs for womankind. Her 
work helped to blow away the fogs of 
ancient prejudices against woman’s 
rights. 

With man she stood shoulder to 
shoulder in subduing the wilderness in 
schoolwork; hand in hand with him she 
blazed her way through forests of pro- 
fessional ideas; alternately, she has 
stood guard against the savage foes of 
education; and she has borne an equal 
share in the labor of carrying forward 
into the wilds the high standard of 
teaching. 

From her earliest teaching days—no 
child, teacher, or patron was so rich, or 
So poor, that Mamie Bastian was not 


his friend, giving him a real friendship 
that was abiding, that was like charity 
suffering long and was kind. Today 
our schools are rich in her gift of 
friendship, the greatest gift of all— 
save one. Much more can be said and 
will be, but may I end as I began— 
with a toast? 

Here’s to the happiness and joy of one 
who pioneered that others may bear an 
easier yoke in the great profession of 
teaching! God’s blessings be upon her!

LIZETTE WOODWORTH REESE 
AN APPRECIATION

Po those readers of the Bulletin who 

knew Lizette Woodworth Reese per- 
sonally, and to those who know her 
poetry, this brief sketch will seem in- 
adequate. Slight as it is, it is hoped 
that through it the readers who know 
only the celebrated sonnet ‘‘Tears’’ may 
become better acquainted with this poet 
and teacher whom the~-Delta Kappa 
Gamma members of Baltimore have 
chosen to place in the ranks of honored 
pioneers. Baltimore is proud indeed to 
have possessed her, and we of Delta 
Kappa Gamma honor ourselves in ac- 
claiming her. 

In “A Victorian Village’ and “York 
Road’ Miss Reese vividly portrays the 
section of Baltimore where she was 
born on January 9, 1856. She lived to 
see the development of Baltimore from 
many little villages, like her own 
Waverly, into the ever-spreading city of 
the Post-World War period. York Road 
grew in her life-time to be a lively 
thoroughfare, a far call from the dirt 
Pike where the poet and her twin sis- 
ter, in calico frocks and sunbonnets, 
trudged or caught rides on rumbling 
wagons to the parish school of Old St. 
John’s Episcopal Church. 

After graduation from the Eastern 
High School, Miss Reese went back to 
the same school to teach. Her next 
position was in an English-German 
Public School where German and Eng- 
lish were taught alternately as a con- 
cession to the large German population 
of the city. For a higher salary, she 
next taught English in a colored high 
school, an experience which brought 
her to Western High School in 1901. 
There she taught until she retired in 
1920 after forty-five years ef con- 
tinuous teaching in the city of Balti- 
more. On the wall in the entrance hall 
of Western High School is a bronze 
tablet with the sonnet “Tears.” This 
tribute from the alumni, given at the 
time of her retirement, always filled 
Miss Reese with joy and pride. 

Through all of her teaching years, 
marked as that period was by experi- 
ments and innovations, she went on her 
way unmoved by trends unless she be- 
lieved in them. She dared to be an In- 
dividual without conceit or affectation,

but with a reason for everything she 
did and faith in her beliefs. No method 
of teaching will ever be named for her. 
She had too great respect for her pupils 


and her subject matter to make her . 


teaching spectacular. Her ever-present 
sense of humor would have prevented 
any showmanship. 


The chapter in ‘“‘A Victorian Village” 
entitled “Schools” gives her philosophy 
of education. She says: 

“Teaching iS an anxious and har- 
rassing profession; you sow, and see so 
little to reap; you are always apparent- 
ly giving more than you receive. Yet 
there are unexpected harvests, sudden 
wealth; the field turns fertile, the wal- 
let becomes full.” 

And again: 

“A teacher’s work is not obvious; it 
is often obscure; it is not set to the 
blare and flourish of trumpets.” 

Of the changes in educational objec- 
tives, she said: 

‘‘When I began my work in 1873, the 
current opinion in regard to education 
was this: you go tO school to prepare 
yourself for life. When I entered the 
Western High School. in 1901 it had 
changed to this: you go to school in 
order to prepare yourself to make a 
living. The emphasis had been taken 
from being and laid upon getting. The 
means had become the end.” 

In spite of the difficulties arising 
from vast: changes in education, she 
looked upon her life as a teacher with 
great happiness. She said: 

“T shall always be deeply thankful 
for having been a working woman 
among other working women for so 
long, for having been a part of the 
common lot, for reaping experiences 
which a thousand others were reaping 
alongside of me; best of all, for making 
and keeping a good many secure friend- 
ships. And I must say here, in humble- 
ness of heart, that I relinquished my 
task with the same formulary with 
which I had commenced it in 1873. It 
was: that the pupils were in school to 
do their duty, and I was there to do 
mine.” 

From her pen came poems that will 
always bring delight—the hawthorne 
tree, the apricot in bloom, lilacs, daffo- 
dils—spring in line after line. It is 
little wonder that the sculptor who de- 
signed the memorial soon to be unveil- 
ed in the Enoch Pratt Public Library 
chose to depict the spirit of spring. The 


world around her was gold to her and 
lack of wealth was more than com- 
pensated for by her kinship with nature. 
In the poem “Ownership” she says: 


“Wild carrot in an old field here, 

Or steeple choked with music there, 
Possess, as part of what is yours; 
Thus prove yourself the heir. 


Your barony is sky and land, 

From morning’s start to the night’s 
close; 

Bend to your need Orion’s hounds, 

Or the small fagot of a rose.” 


Her poetry like her teaching was free 
from affectation and showiness. She 
lamented new trends and styles in 
poetry except as they might tend to de- 
velop greater interest in poetry as an 
Art. For the subjects of some modern 
verse she expressed great contempt. 


“A coal scuttle is a useful household 
article, but not all the hierarchies in 
the world can make it an interesting, 
and therefore a poetic subject. It be- 
longs to the uses of the kitchen, not to 
those of Art. A common thing, but not 
one which is only commonplace, strikes 
the. universal note. From this lack of 
discrimination, of the deep, discerning 
eye, arises the very modern apothesis 
of the ugly. Ugliness is put on a 
pedestal. Words are wrenched out of 
their usual context and applied to sub- 
jects for which they are most inade- 
quate. It is playing upon a cracked in- 
strument. For when a verse is ended, 
should it not leave behind it a sense, if 
only a faint one, of loveliness?” 


And farther on she says: 

“May not all of these defects, as are 
other perplexing ones of this time be 
due to a dearth of a sense of humor? 
Or else to a year of not being consider- 
ed modern?” 

Of the éraze for publishing the work 
of the youthful poets, she said: 

“Childhood, it appears to me, should 
be allowed to keep its April inheri- 
tance; otherwise it is defrauded. Fora 
child its dreams, expectancies, the 
throbbings and aches of its short ex- 
perience should be sufficient. To force 
it to express these in concrete form, and 
in the flare of publicity is both an evil 
and a stupid thing. If children were 
turned loose upon toys, instead of 
books—or a very few of these—and up- 
on the outdoor world, they would be 
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better able to go through with this 
growing-up period, a delicate and dis- 
turbing process. If a child is born .to 
be a poet, the good God will see to it 
that he becomes one. It is not right to 
rob him of his April.” 

She closes the chapter with these 
priceless sentences: 


“Beauty is a constant thing. One 
loveliness goes, another comes. Wher- 
ever there is beauty—no matter what 
the century—there also is the poet.” 


Her art was to her a serious thing. 
But in her presence one forgot that she 
was a famous person whose poems are 
included in the best anthologies and 
translated into many languages; that 
she could count as her friends im- 
portant literary people; that John 
Masefield had lauded her work. She 
was always delightful company—alert, 
witty, and whimsical. She bore her 
honors with dignity and ease. 


In the winter of 1935 she entered the 
Church Home Infirmary where Edgar 
Allan Poe had died years before. For 
the first time in her life she wanted a 
rest. There she died a few days before 
her eightieth birthday. When the world 
is glowing with spring each year, her 
friends lay flowers on her grave in the 
churchyard of Old St. John’s. 

A great teacher, one who can live 
with unfaltering zeal and untarnished 
ideals to be nearly eighty. A great per- 
son who can carry on her work and her 
art without conflict. Hers was a philos- 
ophy for every age—loyalty to family 
and friends, fidelity to one’s beliefs, 
and deep faith in God.

—AND ROSES 


« E want bread, but we want 

roses!”’ So, literally translated, 
ran the legend on a banner carried dur- 
ing one of the medieval wars. Our 
readers may wonder by what strange 
anachronism it could have anything at 
all do with to-day, a teeming pres- 
ent that could so easily provide either 
bread or roses—natural or artificial— 
at a moment’s notice. Yet there is an 
association between those times and 
these that depends upon interpretation 
or explanation for its timeliness. In 
those days, no doubt, the “roses’’ sym- 
bolized those things of the spirit that 
surpassed by even the smallest measure 
the necessities for daily subsistence. 
“*Roses” -were something to be fought 
for as much as was the bread of exist- 


ence. They were needs wistfully 
yearned for by the ‘‘minorities.”” To- 
day minorities still appeal for their 
roses, inarticulately or even mutely, 
but the appeal will be heard, and we 
may be the fortunate listeners who can 
supply these roses. In this war and 
during these times there is not one of 
us who has not recognized the great- 
ness of her task; there is not one who 
does not realize the necessity for know- 
ing her world-neighbors in order that 
she may help the young people in her 
charge to be in turn world-neighbors 
in the greatest possible sense. It is 
this spirit of friendship and of under- 
standing that represents the “roses” of 
this conflict and of the post-war world 
toward which we must already begin 
to turn. Not only the so-called minor- 
ity groups should be considered but 
every national group about whom we 
know so little yet believe so much that 
is often hearsay. 

How foresighted it was for Dr. Stroh 
and her program committee to provide 
us with such a topic for our considera- 
tion as “the art, literature, folkways, 
economic and religious tenets, and po- 
litical philosophies of the people of 
other lands.”” Not only does it chal- 
lenge us; it opens broad avenues of 
exploration through the eyes of others 
and particularly through the medium 
of books. How appropriate it is, also, 
for members of Delta Kappa Gamma to 
stress such a study just now and to 
take the lead in providing materials 
or in searching out sources of infor- 
mation relative to such a broad topic. 
The great need of educating now to- 
ward a post-war world in which there 
will be better understanding and mu- 
tual appreciation of the cultures, prob- 
lems, and contributions of all nations 
cannot be overemphasized. 


Developed as a State research or study 
project, it has unlimited possibilities; 
and we would earnestly recommend it, 
pointing out as we proceed certain ap- 
proaches that Minnesota has found 
worthwhile in its recent introduction 
of the project as well as a contribution 
North Dakota is making toward a sim- 
ilar study. 

In October Miss Hazel Nielson, Na- 
tional Parliamentarian and _ retiring 
president of the North Dakota organiza- 
tion, asked that Miss Ina C. Robertson 
undertake the work of outlining a 
course on the “Geography of the War.”’ 
This was done with the intention of 
presenting material about those remote 
places of the earth, to which our men 
have been sent, in order that when 
they return we may at least have some 
understanding of the environmental 
experiences they have had. 

The approaches and the set-up of 
such a study as ours will, of course, 
vary with every state; yet basically, 
since we are all dealing with children 
and young people of one age or an- 
other, the fundamental objectives will 


be the’same. Our one principal effort 
should be to blot out prejudice and un- 
friendliness within our own communi- 
ties first, and this can be followed by 
broader attempts to understand those 
who are so remote as to be represented 
merely as picturesque figures in a book. 
Prevalent in Minnesota among our 
Scandinavian children is the idea that 
the Norwegians and the Swedish people 
are mortal enemies. Oddly enough this 
is an American concept held over from 
a period of time several hundred years 
ago on the Scandinavian peninsula when 
the one group were the slave-labor of 
the other. One would need only to stop 
in Charlottenberg where stands the 
“Fredsmonumentet”’ on the border be- 
tween Norway and Sweden to find Nor- 
way and Sweden in symbolic figures 
clasping hands in brotherhood. It is 
with a great deal of pleasure that we 
also recall a boy of German ancestry 
accompanied by his friend of Polish ex- 
traction in the days when Poland was 
being taken over by the Nazis. The 
Polish lad concluded our conversation 
by saying, ‘Yes, he’s German and I’m 
Polish, but we are still pals.” This 
spirit can surely be fostered by our in- 
creased wisdom and understanding. 

Outmoded text books or a romantic 
tendency on the part of the illustrators 
of books about people of far-away lands 
has resulted in a mistaken idea about 
the way people in other countries look. 
The Dutch would find wooden shoes a 
great inconvenience in pedalling their 
bicycles; and, after all, bicycling is 
their principal mode of transportation 
in Amsterdam. At a dinner to which 
were invited various South American 
representatives, the guests were asked 
to wear their “native costumes.” One 
very gracious guest had complied with 
the request, but she admitted that she 
had delved into the treasures of a mu- 
seum to find out what the costume must 
be like and had had it made by one of 
the finest dressmakers in Rio de Ja- 
neiro. Many more such popular falla- 
cies need to be replaced in our own 
thinking, perhaps, by facts that are not 
only true but interesting for the con- 
trast they provide between the new con- 
cept and the old. 

Our main objective then seems to be 
to develop an appreciation and an under- 
standing of other people. Our approach 
might be from the point of view of the 
youth in his relation to those of other 
nationalities within his own community. 
On the other hand we might approach 
the project from the angle of reality 
with the provision of definite facts to 
destroy the popular illusions that have 
been permitted to develop without re- 
straint. Our own information should 


permit the picture to be as well-rounded 
and complete as it is possible to make. 
Therefore we may modify or increase 
the topics as given earlier on this page 
so that they may include the following: 
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Art 
Folkways 


Economics and industries 

Educational practices 

Literature 

Government and political philosophies 

Religious and philosophic tenets 
Each one of these topics might beheaded 
by a sub-chairman who is, if possible, a 
specialist in the particular division of 
the topic over which she is in charge. 
If this is not done, a complete overview 
may not be reached. For example, 
“art” should include such “‘arts’’ as mu- 
sic, painting, architecture, and so forth. 
Folkways would not involve the folk 
dancing or singing that popular opin- 
ion immediately assigns to such a sub- 
ject, but rather it should concern the 
mores of the people who are being 
studied. 

It would probably be most advisable 
if there were a few general. things 
which all of the sub-divisions might 
have in mind throughout such a study. 
Four such things were suggested and 
these may be increased or changed as 
the study continues. The four sugges- 
tions are: 


1. What is the relationship of the 
individual to the social group. 
(a) In family life 
(b) In community life 
as evidenced in their art, literature, 
education, and so forth 

2. . What is the status of the four 
freedoms as revealed in art, lit- 
erature, and so on. 

3. Are there evidences of national 
characteristics such as material- 
ism in America, humor in Scot- 

» land and its lack in England, and 
so forth. 

4. What large contributions are 
these nations qualified to make 
to the post-war world? 


Needless to say the study of one 
country would be all a State would be 
able to undertake at a time. The com- 
mittee that worked out the details of 
this particular plan asked the State 
Convention delegates to vote on one of 
the following four national groups: the 
Chinese, the Russians, the Scandinavian 
peoples, or the South Americans. The 
last named proved to be the choice, and 
the project was launched with the un- 
derstanding that it might easily extend 
over a year but that continued work on 
it would in time bear good fruit. 

We would not be good educators in 
these troublous times if our thoughts 
were not turned toward the importance 
of the international problem now. As 
human beings we have many obliga- 
tions to carry out, but as educators our 
one great responsibility is that of meet- 
ing in advance the problem we see 
arising after the present conflict is 
over. If we fail to provide ourselves 
with a background of understanding of 
other nations, we must likewise fail to 
develop world-neighbors out of the im- 
pressionable young people whom it is

our duty and privilege to instruct. The 
“roses” are within our hands-grasps to 
give. It is a Delta Kappa Gamma priv- 
ilege for us to spread abroad their 
“crimson glory.”

MONTANA CONTRIBUTION 





Lucia Aurora Darling 
Pioneer Teacher

“pees are unwritten chapters in 

the history of every new settle- 
ment which no pen will ever write, but 
could they be written they would tell 
of many heroines as well as_ heroes, 
women as brave and deserving of credit 
as those who landed from the May- 
flower. They had much to do in win- 
ning the West, and a higher civilization 
has always followed closely in the foot- 
steps of the women pioneers. It is the 
pioneer home maker and the pioneer 
teacher who have paved the way for the 
permanent church and Sunday school 
and have often exerted a more lasting 


influence than was realized at the time.” 

So wrote Mrs. S. W. Park (nee Lu- 
cia Aurora Darling) to the Montana 
Historical Society a short time before 
her death in Warren, Ohio, on August 
18, 1905. Herself a splendid example 
of the pioneer woman teacher, Lucia 
Darling has finally been accorded a 
small measure of the recognition due 
her as Montana’s first teacher of a 
school maintained by public subscrip- 
tion. 

She was born on October 9, 1839, in 
Kalamazoo, Michigan, the daughter of 
Herbert Darling and Pauline Edgerton 
Darling. Little is known of her ante- 
cedents on her father’s side or of her 
early life. Her father, probably of 
French descent (the name Darling be- 
ing a corruption of the French d’Or- 
leans) was considered by her mother’s 
family as a “remarkably fine man.” 
One report has it that “‘there was a very 
big family of the Darlings.” Another 
states “there were two sisters, neither 
of whom married.” At any event there 
seem to be no direct descendants of the 
Darling family. Lucia Darling Park 
had no children. 

It was her connection with the Edger- 
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ton family of Tallmadge and Akron, 
Ohio—her mother’s family—that mold- 
ed her life and led her along the paths 
of so much interest to those who honor 
pioneer women educators. 

Mrs. Paulina Edgerton Darling was 
considerably older than her youngest 
brother, Sidney Edgerton, who became 
Chief Justice of the Territory of Idaho, 
and, subsequently to his residence in Ban- 
nack, the first Governor of the newly 
organized Territory of Montana. Mrs. 
Darling died when Lucia was ten years 
old and she and her cousin, Wilbur 
Fiske Sanders, went at about the same 
time to live with their Uncle Sidney in 
Tallmadge. Wilbur Sanders was the 
son of another older sister of Sidney 
Edgerton and was later Montana’s first 
United States Senator. For many years 
the lives of these three were closely in- 
terwoven. 

Lucia Darling became actively en- 
gaged in the teaching “profession” at 
the tender age of sixteen when “she 
taught a grade school in Akron—every- 
thing from ‘a, b, c’ to Latin, to eighty 
pupils”! From then until her marriage 
in 1885 she taught constantly in Ohio, 
Montana, Alabama, or Kentucky. 

In 1863 she joined the ranks of the 
true pioneers when with her uncle, Sid- 
ney Edgerton, and his family, and her 
cousin, Wilbur Fiske Sanders, and his 
family, she crossed the western plains 
in a covered wagon train. ‘After three 
and a half months of slow traveling 
(she further writes to the Historical So- 
ciety) over plains and mountains, 
through valleys and across rivers, on 
the afternoon of September 17, 1863, 
the party halted on Salt Lake hill” and 
looked down upon the year old mush- 
room settlement of Bannack on the 
banks of Grasshopper Creek in what is 
now southwestern Montana. 

Lucia Darling’s ‘Journal,’ a day by 
day diary of the journey, is intensely 
interesting and reveals much of her re- 
markable personality and her desire to 
learn from everything she saw or ex- 
perienced. No side trip was too much 
trouble; no flower, or bird or mirage; 
no beautiful sunset, or wind or rain 
storm was without real interest to her. 
Their travels took them first from Tall- 
madge to Cleveland by train on June 1, 
1863, and thence across Lake Erie to 
Detroit by. boat. From Detroit the rail 
route passed through Chicago, Mendota, 
and Quincy to St. Joseph, Missouri. They 
went up the Missouri River by boat to 
Ohama, where they visited for two 
weeks and made final arrangements for 
their wagon trip. 

Slowly and haltingly the wagon train 
got under way on June 16. The motor 
power was supplied by oxen that had 
never before been driven and that pro- 
vided many thrills and narrow escapes 
from disaster the first week or two. The 
route lay parallel with the Platte River 
and the North Platte, past the famous 
Chimney Rock, Scott’s Bluff, Fort Lar- 
amie, and around the wide bend flank- 


ing Laramie Peak to the junction of the 
Sweetwater River. The trail then fol- 
lowed up the Sweetwater, past Inde- 
pendence Rock, on through South Pass, 
and finally northward up the Snake 
River, trijutary of the Columbia, to 
the pass leading again over the Conti- 
nental Divide into the headwaters of 
the Beaverhead River, a tributary of the 
Jefferson River. 

Here, within sight of the melting 
snows which fed the mighty Missouri 
they had left so many weeks before and 
near the site of Sacajawea’s reunion 
with her people during the —historic 
Lewis and Clark Expedition, they 
looked down upon the place which was 
to be their home because snows and 
fallen trees had already blocked the 
Mullan Road to Lewiston, the capital of 
Idaho Territory and they could not go 
farther that winter. 

When they arrived, Bannack was a 
lawless gold camp. In her rough log 
cabins were housed some thousand men, 
women, and children. The only avail- 
able home for the Edgerton family was 
a former store building which was par- 
titioned into five rooms, one of which 
became the school room presided over 
by Miss Darling. No time was lost, for 
the school was opened with twenty 
pupils within a month after their arri- 
val. Supplies were meager—books, a 
heterogeneous lot brought, via covered 
wagon, ffom many eastern states. Ex- 
citement was not lacking, however, for 
during the next six: months the famous 
Viligantes were organized and succeeded 
in wiping out Plummer and his ‘“‘gang.” 
Indeed, Plummer himself and two of his 
deputies were hanged on January 10, 
1864, within sight of the school room 
window. : 

Active in the suppression of this law- 
less band was Wilbur Sanders. He 
proved his fearlessness and worth to the 
community when, during the trial of 
the first of the gang, he moved “that 
George Ives be hanged by the neck until 
dead.”” The motion carried after the 
first stunned moments by a roar of af- 
firmative votes. Within fifty-eight min- 
utes the sentence had been executed! 

As chief justice of the Supreme Court 
of Idaho Territory, to which Montana 
then belonged, Sidney Edgerton had 
his work to do. His greatest service to 
Montana occurred during 1864 when he 
exerted his-influence in Washington to 
include that part of Idaho Territory ly- 
ing between the Bitterroot Mountains 
and the Rocky Mountains with the 
eastern plains in forming the new Ter- 
ritory of Montana. He was promptly 
appointed Governor by President Lin- 
coln and as promptly used his new pow- 
ers to declare Bannack the capital of the 
Territory. 

A new school was built during the 
summer of 1864 and Lucia Darling was 
its teacher. The sanders family re- 
mainéa fn Montana, and when it be- 
came a state in 1889, Wilbur Fiske 
Sanders became its first United States 


Senator. The Edgerton family returned 
to Ohio soon after the close of the Civil 
War and Lucia went with them. Her 
work as a pioneer teacher had only just 
begun, however, for soon after her re- 
turn to Akron she was sent by the 
Freedmen’s Bureau to Selma, Alabama, 
as teacher to the freedmen. 


Her cousin ‘and chief biographer, 
Martha Edgerton Plassman, tells us that 
her life during the year she spent in 
Selma was anything but pleasant be- 
cause the wealthy whites of the region 
looked down upon her for teaching ne- 
groes. Mrs. Plassman’s daughter, Mrs. 
Ione Pierre of Jackson, Montana, feels 
that she must also have helped her 
Uncle Sidney with his work before the 
war in connection with the ‘under- 
ground railroad” over which escaping 
slaves reached Canada. 


After a year in Alabama, Lucia Dar- 
ling returned to Tallmadge and again 
taught there for a number of years. 
Men and women of Tallmadge, Akron, 
and surrounding cities are still living 
who either went to school to Lucia Dar- 
ling or went to the school where she 
was teaching. From these former pu- 
pils we have a picture of her as she ap- 
peared about 1874. She was tall and 
angular, had dark reddish brown hair, 
fair skin, and exceptionally large brown 
eyes that were a very distinguishing 
feature and that no one who knew her 
could ever forget. Several recall her 
fondness for poetry and that she taught 
all her pupils “The Bells,’’ her favorite 
poem, and negro spirituals she had 


-learned at Selma. 


When Sidney Edgerton sent his 
daughter, Martha (Mrs. Plassman) to 
Oberlin College he also sent Lucia to 
continue her education. Following a 
course there, she was called by the 
trustees of Berea College, Kentucky, to 
take the position of “lady principal” or 
Dean of Women as she would be called 
today. There followed nine years of 
pioneer work in that historic institu- 
tion, her last contact with school teach- 
ing. She was married early in October, 
1885 to Mr. S. W. Park of Warren, 
Ohio, and went there to live the re- 
maining twenty years of her life. Mr. 
Park had been a widower with two 
daughters. Lucia took over her duties 
as wife and step-mother, and, since her 
pioneering spirit could not be quench- 
ed, it was not long before Warren resi- 
dents felt she had always lived among 
them. She organized the Friendly 
Union with a waiting room for women 
and a market for home-made food. The 
waiting room was discontinued later 
and the name was changed to the Wom- 
an’s Exchange. It afforded many wom- 
en the chance to help themsevles and 
their families financially without 
leaving home. Mrs. Park was given all 
the credit for the organization and 
management of this thriving institu- 
tion. She was also a pioneer in the 
woman suffrage movement as she was 
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very active in the Political Equality 
Club of Warren. 

Notwithstanding the variety of her 
other interests, Lucia Park was an in- 
defatigable worker in the Presbyterian 
Church, and her enthusiasm for the 
work of the Ladies’ Aid and the Mis- 
sionary societies kept them thriving. 
Lucia Darling Park was a unique indi- 
vidual as far as her faith was concern- 
ed. She truly belonged to the church 
universal for her friendship and help 
to men and women of other faiths, or to 
those of no faith was no less spon- 
taneous than that afforded her Presby- 
terian friends. She lived her religion 
in a very real sense. 

A woman of unusual intelligence, 
ability, tact, and sympathy was Lucia 
Darling Park, Montana’s first lay teach- 
er. She was a successful teacher, not 
because of a fine education and train- 
ing, but in spite of an almost complete 
lack of professional training. Men and 
women of the white and black races all 
attest to the success of her self-training. 
Mrs. Means of Akron, Ohio, says, “I re- 
member her with more love than any 
other teacher I had and I’m sure every- 
one who knew her felt the same.” 

Mr. John W. Bate, a negro graduate 
of Berea College in the class of 1881, 
and a leader in negro education writes, 
“I seldom came in personal contact with 
Miss Darling, but from the girls whom 
I met in classes, at socials, and at lec- 
tures, I obtained a very high opinion of 
Miss Darling as they often spoke of her 
as a wise counsellor, a devoted friend, 
and a kind and loving Dean. I heard 
nothing except praise of her impartial- 
ity, wise guidance and motherly ad- 
vice.” 

Mr. Wallace Bierce, Cuyahoga. Falls, 
Ohio, admits, ‘‘We did things for her 
because we wanted to, and not because 
she made us. We liked her very much.” 

Mrs. Pierre of Jackson, Montana, re- 
lays this tribute from a daughter of 
Sidney Edgerton with whom Lucia lived 
So Many years, ‘‘We all adored her. She 
wrote poetry, sang, played the piano, 
wrote stories, led any kind of meeting, 
made a good speech, and had a wonder- 
ful memory. We all in our family took 
our troubles to Lucia and she never 
failed in her life to help us. A sweeter 
or better woman never lived than Lucia 
Darling Park.”’ 

Mrs. Carrie Park Harrington of War- 
ren, Ohio, sent notices printed in War- 
ren newspapers at the time of her step- 
mother’s death with this comment, 
“They will show you how the young 
teacher of the Bannack school de- 
veloped into a woman of the highest 
type, a leader of the pest in her com- 
munity. The work she did at Berea 
was outstanding. The college was 
founded for the benefit of Kentucky 
and Tennessee mountaineers and gave 


. these people the opportunity to acquire 


a practical education through self-help. 
I can testify to her fine personality and 
her unselfish devotion to every worthy 
interest.” 


The eulogy pronvunced by the Rev. 
F. P. Reinhold in the funeral sermon 
for Lucia Darling Park, on August 21, 
1905, sums up in a few words the un- 
animous opinions of all the friends, 
relatives, and former pupils who have 
expressed their remembrance of her— 


“Humanity was her kind; therefore 
she was kind and kindness spoke in look 
and tone and gesture. She was a wom- 
an who by her courtesy sweetened the 
daily. life of the neighborhood; who by 
her unpretentious goodness comforted 
many hearts; who by her unselfish serv- 
ice to others heightened our ideal of 
beneficence; who by her wise counsel 
guided into safe paths many feet, that 
else had wandered; who by her upright- 
ness and integrity kept alive in many 
minds confidence in human virtue and 
faith in God. And she did all this with- 
out seeming to know.”’ 


Seventy-nine years after her wagon 
trek across the Great Plains from near 
the mouth of the Missouri to its source 
—a journey extending over many weeks 
—a figurine representing Miss Darling 
traveled eastward down the Missouri 
via fast express in a few hours, and, 
thirty-seven years after her death, al- 
most to a day, that figurine was pre- 
sented to those assembled in St. Louis 
for the 1942 vonvention of Delta Kappa 
Gamma. Many members of Delta Kap- 
pa Gamma in Montana and Ohio have 
been inspired by the study of the life 
of this pioneer—one who gave of her 
best to young and old for some three 
score years of that life. 

May our figurine add some measure 
of distinction to that illustrious collec- 
tion representing so many “pioneer 
teachers who have often exerted a more 
lasting influence than we realized at 
the time.”’ Rut J. NIcoL,

Industry and govern- 
ment are calling teachers away from 
the front so rapidly that the situation 
is appalling, and if this condition con- 
tinues, there will be a shortage of 75,- 
000 teachers by July 1 of the present 
year.

Dear Fellow Teachers: 


| be my message to you in March I made 

a plea for less crowded curricula in 
elementary and secondary schools in 
order to give time for more thorough 
mastery of the fundamental subjects, 
with the possibility of more vivid and 
interesting methods of teaching. For 
years I have laid myself open to the 
charge of being a stubborn and ig- 
norant reactionary because I have stood 
steadily and vociferously against the 


connotation attached by our “social 
science experts’ to the term ‘‘factual 
teaching.”” They use it as a con- 


temptuous insult and if it can be at- 
tached to a History teacher his name is 
anathema. Yet what economic, politi- 
cal or social theory is not both worth- 
less and dangerous if net based upon 
facts? What emotional attitude is 
sound if not based upon facts? What 
discussion of ‘‘Provlems in Democracy’’ 
can be other than the airing of unin- 
formed opinion or else generalizations 
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superimposed upon the class by the 
teacher, if the students have no clear 
factual knowledge of our historical and 
constitutional development and of the 
people instrumental in that growth? 

The investigation by the New York 
Times into the residue of American His- 
tory in the minds of College freshmen 
(published April 4 and 5, 1943) com- 
pletely justifies the above positions and 
lays bare an appalling situation. The 
teachers are between the Scylla of 
Fusion and the Charybdis of limited 
time, due to the overstuffed curriculum, 
with a third danger lying in wait in 
New York State, the Regents’ examina- 
tion, made out by the above mentioned 
“experts,” the passing of which is com- 
pulsory for graduation. It is a wonder 
our teachers do as well as they do! 

I wish every one of our members, 
whether a social-studies teacher or not, 
would obtain copies of those issues of 
the Times, listing the questions asked 
by thirty-five Colleges giving this ex- 
amination and the reactions to the pub- 
lication of the amazing results, because 
the same situation is virtually true of 
English, foreign languages, mathe- 
matics and science. 

“And the moral of that is,’”’ as the 
Duchess said to Alice, first, that all 
teachers, from the nursery schools ‘on, 
must interest themselves more in edu- 
cational philosophy and curriculum 
study, so they can see the picture as a 
whole; and second, that we must all 
stop being what Margaret Haley called 
us thirty years ago, when she organized 
the Chicago teachers against unbeliev- 
able injustice. She said we teachers, 
particularly the women, are ‘‘tame rab- 
bits,” fearing the loss of our jobs, fear- 
ing our principals, fearing our superin- 
tendents, distrusting ourselves. Most 
of the teachers and the majority of the 
First Assistants in the New York City 
High Schools deplore the situation 
here, but try as I might could I ever 
stir them to revolt? Never! Are we 
really tame rabbits?

INCE it was deemed expedient to can- 
cel the state convention, a summary 

of reports sent in by chapter presidents 
and the state committee chairmen has 
recently been compiled by the state 
president. This material, together with 
greetings from the state officers, has 
béen sent to each chapter president and 
to each state member in order that 
every member in Phi State may become 
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familiar with the progress made to date 
in the state organization. 

To the new chapter, organized by 
Miss Maude I. Gorham at Emporia, 
April 3, 1943, comes the distinction of 
having the name of Phi of Phi State. 
Sixteen members were initiated. It 
was my happy privilege to be present 
and to assist in the installation of a 
fine group of officers. 

Our scholarship fund has grown 80 
that last month, we were able to pur- 
chase five additional $100 war bonds, 
making a total of eighteen bonds or 
$1,800 (maturity value) owned by the 
State Scholarship Fund of Phi State. 

It is gratifying to report that we have 
made steady progress in Research on 
Pioneer Women, having six completed 
studies with many additional ones in 
progress. Many chapters have had fine 
programs in this interesting field. To 
Nu Chapter goes the honor of pre- 
paring the figurine to be presented to 
the national organization this year. 

We are justly proud of our record in 
the Victory War Bond Project, fourteen 
chapters having completed their quotas, 
four additional chapters reporting three 
fourths of their quotas having been 
sent to the national treasurer, while 
twenty Victory dollars have been con- 
tributed by state members. In addition 
to this phase of work, chapters report 
activities contributing to Red Cross and 
the USO.

Each speaker uses 
the earlier hour in presenting the prob- 
lems and solutions as he sees them, 
then leads the group to question and 
discuss. 

These discussions have stimulated 
reading and the exchange of books 
among the members, and has made Del- 
ta Kappa Gamma feel that it has con- 
tributed to the thinking on our educa- 
tional problems. Not only have we 
faced problems now confronting us in 
education, but have an _ increasing 
awareness of the movements that will 
condition our activities in the future.

Among the Dills 
interpreted and fostered by this com- 
mittee were S.6-37 and §S-13-13, re- 
spectively advocating Federal Aid to 
meet competition in teachers’ salaries 
and the long standing need for the re- 
duction of inequality of opportunity in 
schools among and within the states. 

Mary Mackinlay’s report on Pioneer 
Women afforded information, humor, 
romance centering around the early 
Brainerd Mission located near Chatta- 
nooga. , 

Defense work of the group is stead- 
ily progressing in the form of Red Cross 
work, sewing, knitting, making band- 
ages, collecting for the Roll Call, and 
taking first aid,—Victory Gardening, 
and conducting registration for War 
Ration Book II. 

Through her art classes Mrs. Eunice 
Kerr made unique contributions in the 
form of war posters, menus, and joke 
books for men in the service. Mrs. John 
A. Shelton, provided accounts for the 
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schools at War Program used in two 
issues of the Bulletin of the National 
Association of Secondary School Prin- 
cipais, served as chairman of the War 
‘Serap Book Contest conducted by Ham- 
ilton County; and in the interets of 
friendship both in war and in peace, di- 
rected the writing of over two hundred 
letters to pupils in English schools. 
These letters were especially requested 
by the Bureau of War Information and 
upon their receipt pronounced excellent 
by it. The school felt especially hon- 
orded as it was one among only 60 
schools selected for this project. 


Anna L. Carpenter is teaching a Red 
Cross Nutrition Course and is serving 
as secretary-treasurer of the Tennes- 
see Dietetic Association. Mrs. J. D. 
Cliett, Jr., is teaching a Victory Garden- 
ing Class, which is merging into canning 
and processing food. Mrs. Eula John- 
ston is chairman of the Red Cross Call 
and War Fund for the County and Rural 
division, working with schools in vari- 
ous drives. Mrs. Johnston has also 
been doing intensive work in adjusting 
the curriculum of Elementary schools 
of Hamilton County to meet the changes 
brought about by the war and seeking 
to give the school children the feeling 
of security so necessary at this time. 


As site administrators, those mem- 
bers of the group who are principals, 
reported thousands of registrations for 
War Rationing Book II, barrels of tin 
cans, apd hundreds of dollars for the 
Red Cross. 


Membership in Defense organizations 
further attests to the fact that Alpha 
Chapter is on the alert in patriotic serv- 
ice. Mrs. Elizabeth Lauderback is a 
member of the Executive Board of 
O.C.D. and of the Executive Board of 
the Hamilton County Health Council, 
State Chairman of Nutrition for the

A teacher of American 
history and sponsor of the stagecraft 
activities in the Wauwatosa High 
School, Miss Johnson sought out a job 
at the Allis-Chalmers plant last sum- 
mer, expecting to do work in labor re- 
search war relations. Instead, the ur- 
gent need for safe and practical work 
clothes for women challenged her imag- 
ination. Drawing on her extensive 
knowledge of costume design, she 
evolved uniforms for women defense 
workers that are now being supplied by 
two of America’s largest mercantile 
houses. 


Furthermore, while working with the 
safety engineers of the A-C plant, Miss 
Johnson collaborated in the writing of 
what proved to be the first health and 
safety manual for women workers. It 
is entitled Women Safe at Work at Al- 
lis-Chalmers and is already in its third 
printing. Twelve thousand copies have 
been distributed to other corporations 
and to government agencies, while hun- 
dreds of letters asking for permission 
to use it are pouring into the offices of 
Allis-Chalmers daily. 

On the whole, Delta Chapter is proud 
and happy in the possession of so many 
talented and capable members.

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ficiency far beyond the ability of the 
masses to comprehend. Beautiful ma- 
chines become Frankensteins out of con- 
trol. Great national organizations be- 
come weapons of tyranny to destroy 
even the welfare of their own citizenry 
in the demoniac effort to snatch from 
the enemy coveted possessions. Where 
has education gone astray that these 
things are possible? 

Our Chapter program this year has 
done much to give us the picture of an- 
other type of education that is spread- 
ing slowly throughout the allied world. 
In November, under the topic of “Our 
Allies” a Russian speaker painted a 
vivid view of the grit and achievement 
of her nation in its efforts to rise to its 
place among the nations of the world.

Service at Temple University and a 
Nativity Pageant at the Unitarian 
Church in Germantown pushed our 
thoughts further along the line of the 
education of the spirit. In January, Dr. 
Raymond Kistler, president of Beaver 
College, pointed our attention toward 
the type of new world the long-hoped- 
for peace should bring. Skillfully he 
aroused us to the pressing need for a 
real preparation for that future peace, 
even while the strenuous war effort 
proceeds. 

Our March meeting brought us the 
unusual Easter discussion of the ‘Legal 
Aspect of the Trial of Christ,’’ brought 
to us by Dr. Homer Smith from Temple 
University. As. this goes to press, we 
are looking forward to our State Con- 
vention in April, where, undoubtedly, 
there will be further stimulation in this 
vibrant field of world education. 

Donald Culross Peattie says ‘‘No use, 
in days when one ship of state after an- 
other went hull down into the sucking 
tide, to cling to any loyalty not great 
enough to fit the day when men shall 
pledge united loyalty to all other men.”

In addition to the regular lessons pre- 
senting roots and practice exercises, 
there is offered a wealth of suggestions 
for interesting individual and class ac- 
tivities related to words. Both form 
and content of the book are the result 
of actual classroom experimentation in 
a course in word derivation originated 
and taught for years by the writer. The 
book has its greatest value, no doubt, 
in the special one-Semester course for 
which it is primarily intended, but is 
adaptable to supplementary use in Eng- 
lish classes in high school or college.

Her contribution to 
education for women was an even 
greater accomplishment, and entitles 
her to recognition as a pioneer in this 
field. 


To accompany Mrs. Palmer’s figurine 
as a permanent collection, Sadie Flagg, 
chairman of the committee on programs 
and research, presented to Delta Kappa 
Gamma related documents, including 
copies of each of Mrs. Palmer’s mem- 
orial services: a copy of the exercises 
at the University of Chicago when the 
Alice Freeman Palmer Chimes were 
dedicated, and a copy of the program 
at the Hall of Fame at New York Uni- 
versity in May 1921, at which time Mrs. 
Palmer’s bust was unveiled.

MRS. MARY D. BRADFORD 


Honorary State Founder 
Retired Siperintendent of Schools 
Kenosha, Wisconsin 





Beta Chapter, Wisconsin 
Mrs. Mary D. Bradford 


Me: MARY “‘D. BRADFORD, whose 

eareer of pioneering in education 
covers more than two generations, died 
at the Kenosha hospital at 4:30 p. m., 
Wednesday, February 10, 1943. She 
was 87 years old. Taken to the hospi- 
tal a week ago, her death came as a 
shock to legions of friends who were 
not aware of the seriousness of her con- 
dition. 


In addition to her son, who is the 
tenth in line of descent from William 
Bradford of Plymouth Colony, Mrs. 
Bradford is survived by a grandson, 
William Bradford, Jr., and two sisters, 
Mrs. Hannah D. Wagner and Mrs, Isa- 
belle Thompson, of Kenosha, 

The career of Mary Davison Brad- 
ford parallels an epic of progress in 
Kenosha and Wisconsin, and today 


there are many readily-accepted prin- 
ciples of public school education in 
which she pioneered and fostered, 


Educational Career Began Early. 


Born in Paris township, Kenosha 
County, on January 15, 1856, the 
daughter of the late Andrew Jackson 
and Caroline G. Wagner Davison, she 
quickly demonstrated a thirst for knowl- 
edge which led her into many fields in 
later life. At the age of 16 she took 
her first job as a rural school teacher, 
taking over summer school sessions for 
three successive years while she her- 
self was learning. 

She taught in city grades in Kenosha 
in 1874 and 1875, in the high school 
for 12 years thereafter, and went to the 
Stevens Point Normal school in 1894 
where she was a supervising teacher 
from 1894 to 1906. In the latter year 
she went to Stout Institute at Men- 
omonie where she became a teacher of 
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primary methods, and was also assistant 
superintendent of the city schools 
there. 

Before returning to Kenosha in 1910 
as superintendent of schools, she was 
supervisor of practice at the White- 
water Normal school for one year. 
As superintendent of schools in Keno- 
sha for 11 years, she inaugurated a 
host of features that won for her the 
attention and commendation of the pro- 
gressive educational leaders of the na- 
tion. 

In 1911 she was paid a glowing trib- 
ute for her work, when she was elected 
president of the Wisconsin State Teach- 
ers’ association. In 1917 ‘she was 
awarded the honorary degree of Master 
of Arts by the University of Wisconsin, 
the first award of its kind in the insti- 
tution’s history. 


Retired Several Years Ago. 


For several years Mrs. Bradford had 
lived a retired life. Incapacitated .so 
that she could do no calling, her home 
at 6028 Third Avenue, became the 
mecca of hosts of her faithful friends 
who would stop in to chat with her. 
Her last public appearance was made 
on February 20, 1940, when all Keno- 
sha observed the Mary D: Bradford 
Brotherhood Day—when she was the 
inspiration for a community celebration 
of a noteworthy movement. She ap- 
peared at the Eagles’ club when the 
formal announcement was made that 
the central senior high school was being 
renamed in her honor to become the 
Mary D. Bradford Central Senior High 
school. : 

Active Club Worker. 

Throughout that busy career Mrs. 
Bradford found time to take an active 
part in a host of organizations, clubs, 
associations and societies. In each she 
was the inspiration for devotion to a 
cause and faithfulness to a principle. 

She was the author of numerous edu- 
cational works, including two widely 
read volumes, “Memoirs of Mary D. 
Bradford,” and “Pioneers, O Pioneers.” 
In addition she was the author of 
“Methods of Arithmetic Teaching,” 
“Courses in History and Literature,” 
and “Geography and Nature Study.” 
She wrote numerous articles which ap- 
peared in this newspaper following two 
cruises around the world in 1917 and 
again in 1925. 

Mrs. Bradford was a member of these 
organizations: World Federation of 
Education Association, National Edu- 
cation Association, Wisconsin Educa- 
tion Association, National Council of 
Administrative Women in Education, 
Delta Kappa Gamma society, Kenosha 
Business and Professional Women’s 
club, League of Women Voters, 
Kenosha Women’s club, Kenosha Col- 
lege club, Girl Scout Council, Ke- 
sha College club, Girl Scout Council, 
Kenosha County Unit of the Wisconsin 
Association for the disabled. 


This afternoon the flags on all school 
grounds were at half staff, a tribute to 
their former leader.

Wisconsin State Organization 
Anne Reynolds 


M's ANNE REYNOLDS, State Hon- 

orary member of the Wisconsin 
State organization, and one of the out- 
standing educators in the history of 
Wisconsin, passed away at the hospital, 
at San Antonio, Texas, on February 21, 
1943. 

Miss Reynolds, the daughter of the 
late Mr. and Mrs.- Thomas Reynolds, 
was born at Oshkosk, Wisconsin. Ag a 
child, she attended a rural school in 
Jacksonport, Wisconsin, to which place 
her parents moved when she was young. 
Because of her parents’ vision and faith 
in education, she was sent to high 
school at Sturgeon Bay, seventeen miles 
from home. She and her sister did 
light house-keeping in a stove-heated 
room. Her father delivered the wood 
to them by wagon or sleigh and the 
mother sent them most of the food. 

After graduation from high school 
she began her career as a teacher in a 
rural school. She rode horseback to 
school, and then turned the horse loose, 
and he returned to the farm. Miss Rey- 
nolds walked home in the afternoon. 
Later she taught in the grades in Stur- 
geon Bay. Then she attended the State 
Normal School at Oshkosh, now known 
as the Oshkosh State Teachers College. 
After graduating here with high honors, 
she taught in the high schools in Algo- 
ma and Tomahawk. She returned to 
the Oshkosh Normal School as assistant 
to Miss Rose B. Swart, Supervisor of 
Practice Teaching. This was followed 
by successful teaching in the State Nor- 
mal School at Cheney, Washington, the 
State Normal School at Whitewater, 
and the Sauk County Normal, Reeds- 
berg, Wisconsin. 

In the interim she attended the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, receiving her A.B. 
degree in 1902. 

It was largely because of her superior 
leadership and her sound judgment of 
educational values that she was called 
to a position in the State Department 
of Education. It was in this position 
that she became widely known as one 
of the leading pioneers of education for 
teachers in service. She helped to set 
up the program and to establish high 
standards in quality of achievements 
and as one of her co-workers has said: 
“Many of the present leaders who got 
their start under her leadership still 
refer to her philosophy as still valid 
even in these strenuous times. Her in- 
fluence still lives in the lives of hun- 
dreds of teachers who had the privilege 
of working with her.” 

During the nine years she was in the 
service of the state, she had two semes- 
ters off for graduate work at Teachers 
College, Columbia, and received her 
M. A. degree in June 1921. 

In 1923 she resigned her position 
with the State Department to accept a 
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position with the Federal Bureau of 
Education at Washington, D. C., where 
she remained until 1933, when she re- 
signed on account of her health. 


Her primary interest in the national 
office, as in the state office, was rural 
education. In both positions she spent 
much of her time in the field. No out- 
of-the-way place was too far for her 
to go to, if she could advance the cause 
of teaching in the rural schools. 

She was the author and co-author of 
numerous bulletins and. circulars. 
Among them are:

IN the death of Miss Hazel Trussell on 
Saturday evening, March 27, Delta 
chapter in Kansas City, Kansas, lost one 
of its most faithful workers. 

Hazel was at her work, teaching Eng- 
lish, on Wednesday. On Thursday it 
was reported that she had a sore throat. 
On Saturday, just before her death, 
word came that she was critically ill, 
suffering from scarlet fever. Death 
came at 7:40 that evening. 


Hazel was 33 years old. She had a 
bachelor’s degree from the University 
of Kansas and a master’s degree from 
Columbia University. She was especi- 
ally interested in working with girls 
and in sports. She served as social 
chairman of Delta chapter two years 
and was a member of the membership 
committee this year. 


J. F. Wellemeyer, her principal at 
Wyandotte high school, expressed the 
feeelings of all when he wrote: ‘Pos- 
sessed of a sparkling though always 
kindly personality, Miss Hazel Trussell 
was a character entirely unique. A 
product of our own schools, she reached 
a standing among the teachers of our 
city that ranked her among the best. 

In the armed service, the command- 
ing general or admiral frequently is- 
sues a citation in recognition of bravery 
displayed by any individual in the serv- 
ice. If a similar citation were to be

given in the case of this beloved teach- 
er, we might well say, ‘She never sacri- 
ficed duty for convenience. Her per- 
formance was always beyond the line of 
luty requirement, and conformed with 
the highest traditions of the teaching 
profession.’ 

“In her love of children, her educa- 
tional ideals, her power to make and 
hold friends, and her success as a teach- 
er, she had few equals and probably no 
superiors. 


‘Such a person has gone from us. No 
one can fill her place. In the face of 
such a loss to our school and commun- 
ity, those of us who remain will simply 
do the best we can. May her memory 
dwell with us constantly through the 
years to come.”

Arne GAMMA STATE and Zeta 
: Chapter mourn the passing, Febru- 
ary 28, 1943, of their honorary mem- 
ber, Miss Lorena Kennedy, who for 
fifty-four years taught Latin—‘and 
much more’’—to the young people of 
Holmes High School. 


Widely-traveled, Miss Kennedy was 
in demand as a lecturer on Europe, 
the Middle East and the Holy Land. In 
1934. she was chosen an elder in the 
Presbyterian Church, the first woman 
to be so honored. 


Her spirit of justice and high sense 
of honor made Miss Kennedy a re- 
spected citizen. From an editorial, “A 
Beloved Teacher,’’ we quote, ‘Many 
citizens, now engaged in various fields 
of endeavor, proudly proclaim that they 
were pupils of this greatly beloved, 
cultured, talented teacher whose in- 


fluence will be felt as the years roll 
by.”’ 

Although Miss Kennedy retired from 
active school work several years ago, 
she continued to give her time, energy 
and service to her church, to the youth 
of her city and to her community. 
“With a vision of things through the 
eyes of Christ,’’ she served as Bible 
School superintendent and teacher, was 
active in the Covington Week Day 
School of Religion and served on the 
Booth Memorial Hospital Board. , 

Professionally ‘minded always, she 
will be remembered by the Classical 
Association of the Middle West and 
South as an able member of deep experi- 
ence and eminent ability, who attended 
all sessions of all national meetings. 

At the state convention of Delta 
Kappa Gamma held at the Brown Hotel 
in Louisville, October 3, 1942, Miss 
Kennedy was initiated as a state honor- 
ary member. Those who knew her re- 
gret that all did not have the privilege 
of knowing this new member whose 
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gracious way of life was an inspiration 
to all with whom she came in contact. 
On March 3, 1943, at the First Pres- 
byterian Church, Miss Kennedy’s pas- 
tor paid her the following tribute: 
“She was no man’s enemy but the 
friend of all, the soul of generosity and 
patient understanding, and withal and 
above all she was the friend of God.”

As the members of Alpha Chapter’s 
executive board look back upon their 
January 28th meeting, they are grate- 
ful that they braved the fog and iey 
streets to attend that meeting. For 
that was Alberta’s farewell to Alpha 
Chapter. Although we did not realize 
it at the time, we seemed to be led to 
linger around the tea table and indulge 
in intimate remininscences. Alberta 
was in particularly good spirits and full 
of enthusiasm over her plans for our 
Valentine Tea, honoring a group of our 
living pioneer teachers. And then,— 
less than ten days later, we were sad- 
dened to hear of her sudden passing. 
As the weeks roll steadily by, we begin 
to realize more fully the magnitude of 
our loss. 

Our daily paper accorded Alberta a 
space on the front page and an edi- 
torial lauding her service to education 
throughout the state, an honor very 
seldom bestowed upon members of the 
teaching profession. 

What were the qualifications which 
made Alberta an outstanding education- 
al leader? She had a broad education 
obtained at the Ellensburg Normal 
School, Vassar College, Stanford Uni- 
versity, the University of Michigan and 
Middlebury College. She had been a 
dynamic leader as first president of the 
Tacoma Classroom Teachers. Much of 
her time and energy was given to leg- 
islative matters concerning the schools 
and to service in cultural clubs of 
which she was a member. Alberta loved 
good literature and she strove to instill 
in her students a love for the beauties of 
the English language. 

But it is not only for her activities in 
the professional field that we shall miss 
her. She was a gracious and charming 
hostess. The members of Alpha Chap- 
ter will never forget their first Tea in 
Alberta’s lovely new home just a year 
ago.

How Can the Community Serve 
the Teacher? 


or 


How Can the Community Enrich 
the Woman Teacher’s Life? 


The Social Acceptance of the 
Teacher 


‘you idea of turning the tables on 

‘the community seems at first to be 
not only refreshingly different but dead 
easy as well. 

After all these years of trying to 
measure up to what the people of the 
community expect of us, how nice to 
sit down and assign responsibilities to 
them! 

I shall warn you in advance, how- 
ever, that for every responsibility we 
have been able to put on any one else’s 
shoulders, there is a sizable one to place 
upon our own. 

I say ‘we’, because I have talked 
with several teachers about this prob- 
lem—teachers in larger and smaller 
communities, teachers of one year’s ex- 
perience and thirty, women who are 
teaching in their ‘home towns’ and 
those teaching away from home. In 
every case the response has been warm, 
and from younger teachers, quite 
vehement. 

We feel quite strongly about that 
slack mental habit of cataloging us all 
as ‘school teachers’, and stopping 
there. But if we wish to be thought of 
as individuals by mothers, townspeo- 
ple, taxpayers, then we must go farther 
than these same classifications in dis- 
posing of people in the community. It 
is quite as easy to feel that all mothers 
think their children perfect, all the 
townspeople are smug and self-impor- 
tant, all the taxpayers are short-sight- 
ed, as that all teachers are given to the 
particular faults and failings with 
which we are labeled. 


How can the community serve the 
teacher? What of the social ac- 
ceptance of the teacher? Let us con- 
sider the various aspects of social life 
in the community. There are the 
cultural. clubs, non-professional, of 
course. The smaller community, away 
from any large population center, be- 
ing more dependent on its own re- 
sources for enjoyment, is more apt to 
have such organizations than some 
larger towns, especially if the larger 
ones are industrial. Where they are 
found, however, they provide delight- 
ful associations and interchange of 
ideas. 

‘ In one community, such a club which 
meets weekly in the afternoon, has in- 
stituted one evening meeting a month 
for the benefit of three of its members, 
who are teachers. This same club at 
one time decided to invite all new 
teachers to become members. How- 
ever, very few of them attended more 
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than-two or three meetings, so the 
policy of inviting teachers was discon- 
tinued. In consequence, several pres- 
ent teachers, who would thoroughly en- 
joy the associations of that group, have 
not been asked. In that, we find an 
illustration of the complaint that to the 
community we are not individuals, just 
‘school teachers’. In this instance, be- 
ing invited because they were teachers 
and not because of any personal qual- 
ities which might have made them de- 
sirable, did not impress those new 
teachers of years gone by with the 
honor of being invited. This tale has 
a happy ending, however. The present 
president, a former teacher, is much 
interested in the study I have been 
making, and has brought it up in that 
group. Now they are considering ask- 
ing one or two women who are teach- 
ers to join, with the thought that as 
women of congenial interests, not as 
teachers, they will enjoy the club. 

The service club is another organi- 
zation which should enrich the life of 
the woman teacher. The Zonta Club, 
the Business and Professional Women’s 
club, and others, mean much to women 
in some fields. The classification sys- 
tem which some service clubs have, 
governs the number of persons from 
any profession who may be admitted. 
Consequently, no very large number of 
teachers is ever included in them. 

Luncheon meetings form a barrier 
for most of us, if we are included in 
such service clubs. As one of my 
friends said, ‘“‘Another principal and I 
joined a service club. We went to one 
or two of their meetings, returning to 
school at about two in the afternoon. 
But how long could we hold our posi- 
tions if we did it every week?’’ 

In addition to this difficulty, there 
is the scarcity of such clubs. Small 
towns do not have them, of course, and 
some communities of as many as 
twenty-five thousand cannot boast of a 
single one. ; 

The church is the one organization 
which is found in almost every com- 


munity. It usually welcomes all new- 
comers, and particularly teachers, I 
find. In turn, it is accepted by many 


teachers as an enriching factor in their 
lives. 

The church which is socially active, 
offers opportunities to make the ac- 
quaintance of people of varied interests. 
In small communities and often in 
cities, it reaches out urgently to teach- 
ers for leadership in its various 
branches. Although this sometimes irks 
us, or is accepted as a burden, still 
such participation goes far toward 
solving the problem of how to make 
people see us as human beings, and not 
just as teachers. 

Next let us approach the place where 
teachers feel most keenly that they are 
not included. I refer not to the church, 
nor the cultural nor the service club, 
but to society outside of all organiza- 
tions—the parties, dinners, luncheons, 


teas, etc., with which the other women 
of the community round out their days. 
Of course we have the same handicap 
here as elsewhere. Luncheon and aft- 
ernoon affairs are not for us. Evening 
functions and fun are usually planned 
for mixed company, and the unattach- 
ed woman is a problem, be she teach- 
er, artist, or archaeologist. Then too, 
many of us have small apartments, 
which make it almost impossible for 
us to return such invitations in kind. 


Again—we have a little habit of run- 


ning away for weekends, so that peo- 
ple who may have planned to include 
us, naturally forget in time, if too fre- 
quently they find us gone. 

So I find after all, that I have built 
up a case for the community. How can 
the community serve the teacher? Do 
you suppose the program committee 
may have had some thought of this 
when they chose the subject, that in 
studying we would find just this, that 
it is extremely difficult for the com- 
munity to serve us, to enrich our lives 
except as all communities do, in fur- 
nishing some fine, friendly folk who 
can take all the hurdles which our pro- 
fession puts up, and still meet us as 
people and friends. 

Shall I be wandering too far afield 
if I tell you of the questions which we 
have asked ourselves as we have dis- 
cussed this problem? 

Do we ever try to impress people 
with the fact that we are ‘so busy’? 

Do we ever try to impress people 
with our ‘culture’? 

Do we ever form cliques among our- 
selves? 

Do we ever label and pigeonhole 
others? 

Do we ever, in trying to live up to 
an ideal, take on too many responsibil- 
ities to leave room for the social side 
of life? 

In closing I should like to recall to 
your minds a paragraph from an article 
in the last Delta Kappa Gamma Bulle- 
tin. It is M. Margaret Stroh’s article, 
‘What Does America Now Expect of Her 
Teachers’. She says, ‘It has seemed to 
me that there has been an increasing 
awareness on the part of teachers that, 
above everything else, they must learn 
how to be people; that they must be 
human, understanding, sympathetic, 
large-minded, richly endowed, beauti- 
fully rounded, charming, poised, skill- 
ful people’.

Adult Education 


GRICULTURAL EXTENSION is a 

service of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and the Land Grant 
Colleges cooperating. There are three 
fields of endeavor in this service—the 
agricultural work handled by the farm 
advisers, home demonstration work 
which deals with the home and family, 
and 4-H Club Work—that phase which 


pertains to the development of rural 
boys and girls in a democracy. 

Better homes, good health and suc- 
cessful family living in America are 
the goals of home demonstration work. 
Results are obtained through education. 
However, the farm is very different 
from that of the school classroom. 


The demonstration method is the 
basis of all extension work—learning 
by ‘doing’ rather than to “hear” 
through the lecture method how a thing 
is done. . 


Demonstration meetings are held 
monthly in rural areas. These meet- 
ings are open to the public. Attendance 
is voluntary. Proof of the success of 
home demonstration work lies in the 
fact that many of the same people have 
been attending for twenty years. 

The program is formulated by rep- 
resentatives from the rural communi- 
ties meeting together and discussing 
what problems are most vital to the 
rural home and family. Women learn 
a process at the time when it can be 
applied. In planning the program, 
nutrition is the first consideration. 
What foods to select, why they are im- 
portant and how to prepare and serve 
them so that they will be accepted 
readily by every member of the family 
is no small problem. It taxes the in- 
genuity of the members of the home 
demonstration staff to present this sub- 
ject matter in a way that is interesting 
and different. Remember that there 
are young housewives with little ex- 
perience, and grandmothers who have 
been attending meetings for years. They 
have raised their families, but are still 
interested in getting the latest informa- 
tion to apply themselves or possibly to 
give their grandchildren. 

The nutrition projects planned last 
fall to fit into a national defense pro- 
gram were the “Planting of Vegetable 
Gardens,” “Checking Food Values in 
the Diet,” “Low Cost Meals” and 
“Preservation of Non-Acid Vegetables 
by Pressure Cooker Canning, Dehydra- 
tion and Freezing Storage.” Were not 
these choices fundamental? Even for 
a nation at war no better selections 
could have been made. The original 
selections made by the women them- 
selves at that program planning meet- 
ing continue unchanged. 

At that same program planning 
meeting, tailoring schools for the wom- 
en who wished to learn techniques in 
home sewing; ‘‘Upholstering’’ and the 
“Making of Slip Covers” to improve 
furniture on hand; and “Planning Fam- 
ily Finances’? were chosen as timely 
subjects. These show the practical turn 
that projects took in the clothing, 
home furnishing and home management 
lines. In the last few years the ec- 


onomic phase of the clothing and home 
furnishing fields have been stressed. 
Consumer education and better buying 
studies have received special 
tion. 

Another kind of meeting that is typi- 
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cal of home demonstration work is the 
one at which project leaders are train- 
ed so that they may conduct a meeting 
by themselves or assist the home dem- 
onstration agent. The method demon- 
stration is usually used. Any new or 
difficult step in procedure is shown by 
the agent or specialist. The project 
leader at a training meeting or an at- 
tendant at the community meeting 
learns by actually ‘doing’ the pro- 
cedure herself under supervision. Thus 
the women gain confidence and are 
much more apt to put the procedure in- 
to practice at home. 

In each community a few women 
agree to be “home demonstrators.”’ 
Their homes serve as “laboratories.’’ 
They report, at successive meetings, 
how the idea ‘“‘works.” ‘Does her small 
boy eat better since he has been 
sprinkling some wheat germ every 
morning on his cereal and is getting 
milk for breakfast as well as for sup- 
per?” Or Mrs. Jones reports ‘“‘My hus- 
band thinks that learning to make over 
the inner spring cushions in his arm 
chair and the davenport has con- 
tributed to the improved comfort of our 
home.” These reports of work done 
by the home demonstrators create en- 
thusiam in others to do likewise. 

A new method used to extend the 
information to others is by the enroll- 
ing of ‘good neighbors.” Women 
know of a few in the community who 
for some reason cannot attend meet- 
ings but would like to keep in touch 
with the information given. These 
good neighbors take circulars to them, 
explain the salient points or even give 
a demonstration. 

In home demonstration work visual 
aids are considered very essential. The 
back of the home demonstration agent’s 
car at the present time has charts to 
use in her talk in connection with 
“Planning Family Finances.” A small 
window with various materials which 
can be used for blacking out windows 
is also there. That is not all. Some 
equipment to demonstrate a simple 
method of purifying water is also in the 
trunk. The nation is at war. Tires are 
getting scarce. The above home man- 
agement subject matter was planned 
last fall. The war emergency has 
made it necessary to bring this other 
information to as many people in the 
rural districts as possible. Thus it be- 
comes necessary to add this combina- 
tion of war emergency subjects to the 
project originally planned. 

Individual requests for information 
may be met by telephone calls, office 
calls, by letter or by home calls. To 
give certain types of information the 
home call is the most satisfactory. When 
suggestions for remodeling a home are 
desired it is essential that the home be 
visited. While there the agent can 
often offer suggestions for adding an 
extra shelf here or there to increase the 
storage facilities or give advice about 
refinishing a piece of furniture. 


Government and: University bulletins 
and material compiled in the county 
from authoritative sources are dis- 
tributed at meetings or given to indi- 
viduals upon request. When the home 
demonstration agent is not able to 
answer questions or does not-have ma- 
terial on hand to meet the requests, 
there are always the subject matter 
specialists at the home demonstration 
headquarters at the University to call 
upon. Thus the rural people are re- 
ceiving through the members of the Ag- 
ricultural Extension Service staff in the 
county results of scientific experiments 
of the Government and Universities. 

Great responsibility rests with the 
staff members. Information must be 
given so that it is clearly understood. 
A procedure must be presented so that 
it will seem easy to follow. The agent 
must be enthusiastic about the practice 
so that people will want to follow it. 
The agent must be ‘‘on her toes.’’ There 
is little chance for a home demonstra- 
tion agent to “get in a rut.” 

With a developing program fitted to 
the needs of farm family living, rural 
people retain their interest in this form 
of adult education.

A Bill of Responsibilities 


INCE December 15, 1941, much has 
been heard concerning our Bill of 
Rights. It would seem that a bill of 
responsibilities or a bill of duties 
should receive consideration at this 
time when the world is at war on the 
issue of rights of democracy versus 
totalitarianism. John W. Studebaker, 
Commissioner of Education of United 
States, says that we must have morale 
based on understanding, certainty of 
purpose and deep conviction that will 
carry us through to victory. 

One hundred and fifty years ago, the 
Bill of Rights was made a part of the 
law of the land. Fifty-five years ago 
was the dedication of the Statue of 
Liberty. These anniversaries remind 
us that present-day citizens are enjoy- 
ing the fruits of the past. Our ap- 
preciation of security which comes 
from constitutional rights as free men 
and women, should be evidenced by de- 
termination to keep essential liberties 
alive for centuries to come. Civil lib- 
erties are fading throughout the total- 
itarian world. Can we preserve them 
in our republic? Yes, by shouldering 
the responsibilities which always ~ ac- 
company rights. 

Every right carries a duty with it. 
The fact that we choose to engage in 
worship of a particular form should 
carry with it a realization that men, 
whatever their creed, have much in 
common and that the uniform char- 


acteristics of all religions should be 
emphasized rather than differences. 
Tolerance becomes a necessity in a land 
of liberty. 

One of the most highly prized rights 
of free people is freedom of speech. We 
value the privilege of expressing an 
opinion openly, of “telling the world” 
what we think of the policy of action of 
our school, our government, our armed 
forces. But the obligations of free 
speech include the responsibility of 
voicing opinions based upon unbiased 
information, of supporting controversial 
issues with a just solution of public 
problems, of avoiding false and ma- 
licious attacks on others, thereby clar- 
ifying our opinions and acquiring a 
greater measure of truth. The purpose 
of free speech should be to develop a 
policy of consideration of what is best 
for all the people, a happy, prosperous, 
sympathetic people. 

Freedom of press is closely related 
to free speech. Books, newspapers, and 
magazines cannot be denied the right to 
express opinions of any kind. There ts 
doubt, however, as to how far regula- 
tion will go during war or times of na- 
tional danger. The responsibility of 
the press to keep the public informed 
adequately as to wartime developments 
is an important one. The radio is mak- 
ing ‘‘dramatic presentations, artistical- 
ly conceived and executed, so that peo- 
ple may see events, problems, and de- 
velopments in human terms, so they 
may see in imagination a full picture 
of what is happening, and of the effects 
of all this upon human lives.’”’ The 
wide privileges of free press and radio 
are equalled by duties in like magni- 
tude. 

The right of free speech would not 
be very effective unless people were 
guaranteed the right to assemble in 
public meetings, to listen to speeches, 
and in other ways to try to influence 
public action. Walter Myer says, 
“There are distinct limitations on the 
right of assembly. _______-__._. if it is clear 
that the crowd which has assembled is 
threatening the peace and security of 
a community, it may be broker up.” 
Therefore, it is clear that responsibil- 
ity for constructive action is necessary 
in order to insure ‘“‘the right of the 
people peaceably to assemble.’”’ Kalten- 
born says: “Only through criticism can 
we have correction.”” But we shall need 
a self-imposed discipline if we are to 
advance on the road to freedom and 
stability in these days of crisis. 
~ “Today is piled high with new diffi- 
culty. We must rise with it. As our 
case is new, sO must we think and act 
anew. We must disenthrall ourselves. 
Then we save the Republic.” If Amer- 
icans accept the attendant responsibili- 
ties, our Bill of Rights will be pre- 
served for generations to come, and vic- 
tory will be attained.
